4. Proof of contacts -~ a log extract is required, showing for each con- 
tact the GMT date and time, band, mode of emission, call sign worked, 
and reports or ciphers exchanged. 


5. Endorsements for specific bands and modes are available upon request. 

6 Contacts made from 1 January 1978 are valid for this Award. 

7. Applications for the Award shall include five IRCs or A$2.$f to cover 
costs. Certificates will be posted by ordinary mail. 


8. The Award is also available to shortwave listeners, whose log extracts 
shall include the call sign of the station contacted by the VKl station 
heard, and the report or cipher issued by the VK1 station.
